The situation is this: The Gi- 
ants and Yanks can hardly lose 
their respective league champion- 
ships; and the Yankees are a 5- 
to- 3 chance odds on to win from 
the Giants, owing to pitching su- 
periority.

ASEBALL fans, considering 

the selection of Sisler as the 
greatest player of the year, are 
pleased that such. a modest young 
man has won high position. But 
some of the old-timers who hark 
back to the days of Ty Cobb's 
prime are wondering if Sisler is 
justly entitled to the honor of be- 
ing considered the greatest player 
of ALL time. 

That's a hard nut to crack. And 
yet there are facts upon which to 
found an opinion. Ty Cobb at his 
best was a more formidable man 
than Sisler, on attack. At his 
zenith he had a higher batting 
average, stole more bases and 
achieved a higher extra base total 
than Sisler, although it appeared 
that up to the time of his injury 
Sisler would surpass Cobb in these 
particulars this year. 

On defense Cobb never had an 
infield post as did Sisler, so that 
perhaps their total effectiveness 
might be balanced by this. But 
if you leave it to the old-timer he 
will tell you that Cobb was the 
greatest attacking force that ever 
lived. For Tyrus to get on base 
was on many occasions, the signal 
for disorganization of the enemy 
defense and of the. opposing 
pitcher’s morale. 

In his prime, when pitchers 
were pitchers, when umps did not 
throw in a new ball for almost ev- 
ery batter, Cobb led the world in 
hitting and almost doubled Sisler’s 
1922 record for stealing bases. 

If the old guard of Managers 
like McGraw, Jennings, Duffy and 
others were offared their choice of 
Cobb or Sisler, presuming both to 
be in their prime, the selection 
would probably depend on wheth- 
er the manager making the 
choice needed an outfielder or a 
first baseman. 

Cobb has been in the 
league game a long time. 
he is still able to shoulder’ the 
cares of management and run 
Sisler a good race for first honors 
is sufficient testimony as to what 
he was in his prime. 
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Think This Over. 
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ND this brings us to a point 


that will come up at the next 
meeting of the American League 
Trophy Committee. It is this: 
Whether, when the bronze and 
marble monument to the. famous 
ball players of théir day is erected 
at Potomac Park with the indorse- 
ment of Congress, it would be ad- 
visable to make the honors retro- 
active. That is, to have the com- 
mittee select the players of past 
seasons since the beginning of the 
American League who dominated 
their organization for the respec- 
tive years in which they stood out. 

The idea is that the permanent 
record of the monument should 
not omit such wonderful players 
of their time as Ty Cobb, Tris 
Speaker, Napoleon Lajoie and oth- 
crs, 

It is a good thought. A monu- 
ment to great baseball players 
without the name of one of the 
greatest players Of the century— 
Ty Cobb—would not truly reflect 
baseball history.

Come When Fear of Attack 
» From Outside Passes. 


Cerrcsepomdence of the Associated Press 
PETROGRAD, Aug. 30.—Hope 
that some day the capital of Russia 


again will be Petrograd is buoying 
up the spirits of many resident’ of 
this ghostlike city that Peter the 
Great built to serve as the center 
of Russia's power. : 

No official word, not even a semi- 
official hint. has been given that the 
the Bolshevik regime will return the 
capital here from Moscow, but many 
Petrogradities base their hopes that 
thie will occur on the fact that Pe- 
trograd was built for Government 
purposes and is far more fitted to 
hovse Government offices than 
evercrowded Moscow. 

If the time does come when the 
Bolshevik officials lose their fear of 
attack from outside. these Petro- 
grad residents say that the Govern- 
ment inevitably must return to the 
city that offers it comfortable quar- 
ters and immediate proximity, by 
land and sea. to Western Europe. 
While the fear of attack exists, these 
game features of Petrograd’s loca- 
tion make it a dangerous site for a 
capital Finland is too close, and 
the Finnish Gulf and the Neva offer 
anchorage for foreign warships. 

Shrewd citizens now are buying 
petrograd’s property and holding it 
against the day when the now almost 
@epopulated city again shall be the 
crowded capital.

commoniy known as the single cir- 
cult regenerative receiver It is so 
called because of the fact that in 
it enly one coil of wire is used for 
the primary and secondary circuits. 

The single circuit receiving set 
@iffere from the double circuit re- 
generative receiver in that the latter 
uses two inductances which together 
ere called a vario-coupier. The va- 
rie-coupler has two windings, one oa 
the outer tube which ‘ts the primary 
and ene on the inner the secondary’. 

As @ matter of fact both of these 
types centain another circuit which 
ts called the piate or high-voltage 
circuit. Im the case of the single 
eireiut receiver this is called a tick- 
ler. However, tn speaking of the 
simgie or double circuit regenerative 
receiver this circuit is not considered 
as it ts common to both. 

The single circuit regenerative is 
recommended for those who wish 
maximum results at a minimum cost 
The advantages that it has over the 
double circuit set, for the novice 
er one who has not had a great dea! 
ef experience with radio apparatus 
are as follows: 

First, it is less expensive. the com- 
plete set costing abeut two-thirds 
as much as a doubie circuit receiver, 
the vario-coupler and one  vario- 
meter being eliminated 

Becond: It is by far the simplest 
te construct and operate. It uses 
only one variable condenser and wn: 
variometer while the other type set 
.3es8 variometers, & VYa@rio-coup- 
ler, and a variable condenser. The 
single circuit receiver has only three 
controls, while the doubie has four 
or five. This is a great advantage 
te the novice as one wishing to lis-

HAT’S Bnelish, don’t you know! Yea, 
English as she is understood by Wazoo, 
whoever Wazoo may be. It is, no doubt, 
code English, appearing, as it does, in 
the Mlustrions “Agony Column” of the 
London Times. That column, always 
on the front page, marked “PER- 
SONAL,” is the most distinctively English thing 
about the great British newspaper of today and yes- 
terday which some call “The Thunderer.” From im- 
memorial times, almost, the agony column has been 
a daily -mecessity for the Britisher and an every- 
morning amusement for the American within Lon- 
don’s gates. It is a British institutidn, as is the 
Tower of London, or Westminster Hall; and as such 
it is a subfect of keen study by the New World tour- 
ist seeing London. 
~~ it cost Dish Bird 10 shillings, or about $2.50, to 
insert that small ad telling Wazoo that “all will sure- 
ly rise some day” and that he or she was writing 
Ten shillings is the minimum charge for an ad in 
the agony column. That is for two lines; each addi- 
tional line costs five shillings. 

The valne of the agony column, to an American; 
lies chiefly in its mysteries. Americans love mys- 
tery stories. Some of them who visit London and 
peruse the agony column aver soberly that “there's 
a story in every ad—a mystery story, a love story, 
maybe, a tragedy, perhaps; and it’s a fine mental 
exercise to read those ‘personals’ and set one’s imag- 
ination working, to the end of filling in the details.” 

One is inclined to wonder, in the first place, just 
why Dish Bird spent $2.50 telling Wazoo that all will 
surely rise some day, when he or she was writing any- 
how and it costs only a penny to post a [etter. 

The mystic “Yea, Fourth,” no doubt, is codified 
confidence. Sherlock Holmes might expand it into 
a complete novelette, or E. Phillips Oppenheim into 
a book-size thriller. Many things those words might 
mean, but thaf doesn’t explain why it was worth $2.50 
to print them there. So in that little two-liner we 
find unexplained mystery enough to keep us guessing 
indefinitely. Dish Bird also expresses a fine spirit 
of optimism—another quality demanded in present- 
day fiction. 

Another optimist in the column is Pom. Probably 
a poet is Pom, who has read Walt Whitman, the 
Ultimate Optimist, and no longer worries whether 
school keeps or not. Witness: 

LAL.—Still jogging along the high road, bit 
happy anyway.—Pom. 

That looks like an easy one to work out to a fin- 
ish. Lal, quite likely, is Laura, lady love to Pom. 
She has thrown him over, given him the mitten, told 
him to be on his way. But Pom is not going to toss 
himself into the Thames, nor will he eat prussic acid 

ion his bitter bread—not Pom! Nay, Pom is not that 
kind. Pom is high-hearted, Pom is not cast down by 
being cast off, Pom sings “Vivas to those who have 
failed!” and he sets forth, afoot and light-hearted, on 
the open road—he calls it the high road—and he is 
jogging along, happy in spite of the unresponsive 
Laura’s command that, in American lingo, he proceed 
forthwith to beat it. 

Still, why didm’t Pom, who may be none other than 
Peter O. Marsden, thus seeking sillily to conceal him- 
self in his initials, spend a postage stamp and tell 
Laura, in plaim prose, that single blessedness exactly 
suits him and he continues to have the knack of be- 
ing happy regardless?

ATION-WIDE __iscopubdbiicity was first 
achieved by Reno through the Corey- 
Gilman case. The wealth and promi- 
nenee’ of the parties to the suit, the ro- 
mantic attachment of Mr. W. E. Corey 
for the chorus girl, Mabel Gilman, and 
the sympathy of a large part of the 
public for the “deserted” wife attracted unusual inter- 
est to Nevada and her liberal laws. 

Mrs. Laura B. Corey, after several years of wedded 
life, and the struggle of early hard times. came to Reno - 
in--1905,-to sue for a divorce from her husband. The 
court reeords show that the legal ground was deser- 
tion: and never once does the name of the beautiful 
Miss Gilman appear. 

Contemporary newspapers, however, supplied the 
biank in the lurid colors. The public devoured with 
avidity the reports of the magnate’s infatuation for 
the stage beauty, many years his junior, which lied 
eventually to his divorce and remarriage. 

Though public sympathy went then to the deserted 
wife there were thoughtful persons, as always, who 
were reinctant to ma*e unqualified condemnation.

Peopie will sometimes go to curious lengths to gain MIL TI4ILAL 
their ends. The “Allen” case before the Reno court | 
in 1915 is an illustration. 


Dr. William Blank (the name is fictitious) an en- 
tomologist In the Government employ, wrote to Reno 
that year, making inquiries about divorce probabili- 
ties. The reply, apparentiy. was satisfactory; shortly 
after the doctor, a woman called “Mrs. Allen” and the 
latter’s three children came to Reno. Mrs. Allen and 
Dr. Blank each took tmmediate steps toward getting 
divorces. 

Concerning the existence of a Mrs. Blank there was 
no question. but, as the Allen case progressed. the 
lawyers came to the astounding conctusion that there 
was no Mr. Allen’ This was the story: 

Dr. Blank. summering in Virginia in 1900 with his 
wife and children. met a kindergarten teacher. When 
all returned to Washington, she applied to Dr. Blank 
for some work out of schoel hours.-dnd got it. She be- 
came friendly with the family: and gradually all of 
Dr. Blank’s real estate holdings were discovered to 
be in her name. His wife vebemently protested. A 
coolness grew between her and her husband, while his~ 
friendship with the other woman increased. 


In September, 1906, the kindergarten teacher’s mar- 
riage to “Mr. Allen” took place. She claimed to have 
met him that summer in the course of her travels. 
She said she had consulted her friend, Dr. Blank. as 
to the advisability of marrying him-—that Dr. Blank 
had urged her to do so and raise a family, offering to 
finance her if she needed it. 

Nabody ever saw “Mr. Allen.” His “wife” said he 
was a railroad conductor, with headquarters in Pitts- 
burg, but that upen marrying he gave up his job and 
took another, as secretary to a railroad man in Phila- 
delphia. She didn’t tnow the latter’s address and her 
husband’s, it appeared, was merely “General Delivery.” 

Not long after the announcement of the supposed 
marriage. she was ensconced in a Washington (fiat. 
Three babies were born in rapid succession: yet. with 
Philadeiphia only a few hours’ ride away. no friends 
ever saw “Mr. Allen,” but were mefely told he had 
been over. 

Steptical murmurs becan to grow a bit disconcert- 
ing. Dr, Blank and “Mrs. Allen” proceeded to manu- 
facture evidence.of “Mr. Allen's” authenticity. They 
made him a ban* depositor. They invented an ex- 
planation of his absence that would have done credit 
to a scenario writer. He had “done something,” they 
said, that made it unwise for him to appear in Wash- 
ington. 

“Allen” was supposed to 
have been drowned. but had miraculously escaped. 
concealing the fact of his escape even from his broken- 
hearted parents! That is why. the former teacher 
said. he visited her secretly “Mr.

These are two formulas 
that have become household 
words, and both of them are 
entirely true. The second 
follows naturally from the 
first. Two human beings 
imperfectly acquainted 
{though they may have 
known each other for years) 
suddenly, through marriage, 
find themselves in an inti- 
mate association that re- 
veals ali sorts of unsuspect- 
ed quirts and peculiarities, 
and calls for a strenuous 
process of mutual adjust- 
ment. 

Sometimes the revelations 
are trivial and superficial, 
and the two slip into a 
groove.of daily accustomed- 
ness with great readiness. 


Sometimes, on the other 


hand, they are not only 
completely unexpected, but 
of a nature to offer horrible 
violence to tne sensibilities 
of the other person. 

The case of Mrs. Mary 
Jones (the name is ficti- 
tious) against her husband, 
a minister in a little East- 
ern town, is an excellent il- 
lustration of the latter. 

Twelve years ago the 
Joneses were married. They 
have two children of 8 and 
10, for whose sake Mrs. 
Jones deferred as long as 
she could the proceedings 
that gave her back her free- 
dom. 

The man she married was 
very handsome, and, not- 
withstanding his calling, 
something of a dandy, hav- 
ing numerous suits, of 
clothes and appearing in fre- 
quent changes. Her family 
did not approve of the 

match, but made the best of it; her father, a man of 


‘active distaste. To trace them would fill a volume in 


itself. Certain it is that often in marriage (as in 
everything else human) between anticipation and ful- 
fillment are wide gaps. Sometimes these are bridgable 
and sometimes they are not. 

It isn’t the road that leads to disillusion, but the fact 
that the goal has been reached, that is pertinent, in an 
ultimate sense. But let us consider a few of the roads. 
Here is one: 

The woman has started with glowing expectation 
of future happiness, based to a considerable extent 
upon the tissue of lies that has been woven for her by 
best-selling fiction. After a time, when the mists of 
romance have evaporated, she finds herself linked with 
one who is in spirit a complete stranger. 

A coldness grows up between them. He does not 
notice it, being absorbed in other interests. But she, 
with more time and temperament for the romantic side 
of life, is aware of it; she chills and contracts under 
its influence. Li¥e a plant, ghe seeks to withdraw from 
the chilling shade and turn toward the light. No more 
than the plant, probally, does she analyze all this. 

But if “light,” at the crucial moment, appears in the 
form of a sympathetic male, there's a fairly strong 
lirelihood that she will make her way to the divorce 
court. 

It may be that her husband is a gay Lothario. She 
discovers that the same charms which won her are ex- 
ercised upon other women, and though jealousy some- 
times feeds the flame of love, it is likely when suffi- 
ciently protracted to turn it into hate. 

Sometimes the marital unhappiness demonstrates the 
truth of the dictum that when poverty knocks at the 
window love flies out of the door. It is only in story 
books that romance figurishes amid the hard grind of 
constant penny-wisdom. There are cases, also, where 
actuaF poverty is not involved, but where money limi- 
tations deprive the wife—the spoiled-child wife, in 
many of these instances—of luxuries to which she had 
been accustomed, or had hoped to attain through mar- 
riage. Discontent and bickering are the result. 

These are a few of the devious ways by which the 
woman learns that marriage as it is, and as she 
dreamed it, are not identical They are a few of the 
paths by which she travels to the divorce court. Al- 
most invariably this is after considerable deliberation; 
she shrinks from the publicity, the expense and the 
genera! nervous strain, and usually takes the step only 
as a last resort. 

In a very large number of cases she gets impetus 
and moral support through the presence of another 
man somewhere in the offing. 

Not every woman headed for the divorce court gets 
there. Attempts at reconciliation occur, with vary- 
ing success. Many a woman in Reno, not long before 
her case comes to trial, receives a letter or a telegram 
from her husband, or a visit from an intermediary.

EW tricks in shoplifting and new types 
of shoplifters add new thrills to the 
work of the department store detective, 
which work is not without its thrills 
even at its dullest season. 

“We are getting them younger and 


of less experience,” observed W. H.. 


Jenkins, a former Pinkerton man, who has become a 
sort of supervising detective employed by the Retail 
Merchants’ Association ab adviser to the house opera- 
tives employed by all the large stores. 

“The professional shoplifters are not so numerous 
as they were; possibly due to prohibition, illicit liquor 
dealing proving more attractive to men and women of 
this class,” was his theory. “A new type of shoplifter 
is of the flapper description. Too much advertisement 
has been given this type. Where in former times a 
very young girl; conspicuous for her attire, would 


have been singled out for advice and discouragement, - 


nowadays she is encouraged by the attention she is 
receiving, disetussion and controversy for and against 
her, developing defenders as well as. detractors, and 
the flapper assuming undue importance unto herself. 

“Many of these girls are not earning enough with 
which to purchase the glad raiment, the silk stock- 
ings, the cosmetics and all the*rapidly changing fash- 
ions that go to distinguish the flapper, but who yet 
would join the flashily dressed legion of their con- 
temporaries, and so there come to be some who yield 
to the temptation of acquiring the joyous regalia by 
hook or crook. 

“Then, too,”” added Mr. Jénkins, “there are those who 
a short time ago were getting high salaries, who now 
f'nd it difficult to adjust themselves to lower standards. 
This accounts for many crimes whose perpetrators 
would not have been tempted had they not got a taste 
of better things.” * 

Accounting for the change in type of shoplifters 
upon whatever theory, all the detectives agreed that 
Saturday afternoons and the noon hour when factories 
and office buildings disgorge their multitudes of sup- 


posedly honest working folk, now are the busiest peri- 


ods in the store detectives’ work. 

Only the private records and recollections of the 
store detectives reveal the ways and wiles of the newer 
type of shoplifters, such cases apprehended for the 
first time rarely reaching the police reports, being 
asually dealt with by the store authorities them- 
selves. A good scare, the threat of exposure, disgrace 
and the positive assurance that henceforth they will 
be under suspicion and watched in all the stores be- 
longing to the association, usually averts a repetition 
when the offender is an amateur. 

A frank confession and payment for or return of 
the goods, usually will stay the threat to report the 
indiscretion to husband or family. The written con- 
fession of a woman who attempted to purloin a $90 
Madeira tablecloth, reposes now in the safe of the 
Associated Retailers. Her husband is wealthy and 
gives her a libera?P allowance and she is not able to 
explain the sudden yielding to a temptation. She has 
repeatedly offered $1000 for the slip of paper. It is 
not for sale, she has been told, though it may be 
returned to her one day when time has proved her im- 
munity to temptation. 

A bride was caught fraudulently charging goods. 
She agreed to go home and confess to her husband 
and bring the money for the things. He extracted 
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the information that she had charged upwards of $800 
worth of stuff on 15 different accounts, with which to 
provide her trousseau and furnish her new home. 
“They both appeared before me, showing the effects 
of a sleepless night,” related Mr. Jenkins.. “I made a 
remark to the effect that they both had assumed a 
great responsibility at\their marriage @ few days be- 
fore. Wherevpon they fell upon one another's necks 
and wept. They are still living together and every 


month the.husband brings me a stipulated amount to-~ | 


ward liquidating the debt.” 

On the other hand, another detective gave an ac- 
count of a different, but perhaps just as effective, 
method of dealing with a wife’s transgression. “He 
was a policeman and he came in ready to make us 
all trouble, until he was convinced of his wife’s guilt. 
Then he turned on her and promised to ‘beat her up’ 
if she didn’t own up and quit being so ‘bull-headed.’ 
He'd see that she walked straight in the future. Just 
leave it to him. And, with no evidence to the con- 
trary, we assume that he did.” 


One reason given as to why the flapper type of 
shoplifter is apprehended in large numbers is the 
nature of her costume, which affords few places of 
concealment. Not as in the old days can a woman 
secrete articles in her stockings, her sleeves or her 
blouse. A girl who had hidden a pair of silk stockings 
beneath her handbag as she sat at the counter suffered 
the humiliation of having them unfold as she walked 
away. She had a ready story of absent-mindedness, 
though her blushes gave her away. In such a case, as 
in most cases where a plausible story is offered, the 
detective is obliged to release the suspect as the odds 
of conviction are all in favor of the defendant in court 
and the store is loath to risk a damage suit. 7 

And there is another point which has to be taken into 
account by the store- 
keepers on the side of 
leniency. Often it ft 
only temptation and op- 
portunity which calls 
into action thieving 
propensities. Knowing 
this, persons in other - 
situations do not leave 
their money and val- 
uables about where 
they may tempt the 
weak-willed stranger. 

In merchandising the 
order is reversed. Goods 
which are much more 
tempting to many wom- 
en than money itself 
are purposely displayed 
and exposed in such 
manner as to tempt the 32 - 
woman shopper to buy, Sh 
even though she cannot 
afford to pay. It may 
be but a small step 
from the temptation to 
overspend to the temp- 
tation to steal.

Many of the shoptifters are women from smal! towns, 


‘ im the city on shopping expeditions. The theory is that 


they are so struck with the quantities of goods on dis- 
play that they come to believe anything they might 
tate will not be missed, nor in such crowds, their in- 
dividual actions observed. 

All detectives believe there is something psychic in 
the way in which they are drawn to suspect a guilty 
person. They often cannot account for their attraction 
to a person who later will justify their suspicions. 

Cases of shooliftinz they tell of on the part of women 
of position or prominence or well known to ourselves-—- 
a “Judee’s wife.” a “professor's wife,” a “girl from 
your own office building”—cause one to shudder at 
how tear home they get. 

The less sympathetic and less experienced detectives, 
though they cannot account for the motive of stealing 
articles for which the possessor can have no use or 
could well afford to buy. will tell you that klepto 
mania is just another name for acquisitiveness over- 
developed, miserliness and the instinct to get some- 
thing for nothing, which attributes, we must gdmit, 
are to be observed in some of our best people. Most 
conspicuous are these traits in Monday morning bar- 
gain rushes. An insatiable desire to possess quanti- 
ties of one particular article. is akin, | suppose, to 
the collecting habit which, though innocent enough, 
frequently develops into a kind ef mania. An ex- 
ample of this was a women caught stealing artificial 
fruits. Investigation at her home reveaied enough 
artificial fruits, all admittedly stolen, to fill several 
bushel baskets. 

Then there are those known as the “fitting-room 
gang.” One of these will go into a fitting room and 
have so many gowns brought-in for her trying on 
that the saleswoman will lose count. In the absence 
of the saleswoman, who has gone to fetch still others, 
the customer will slip ber old gown over a new one 
and depart, sorry there was not one which she liked. 

The same trick is workabie in the millinery depart- 
ment, the customer leaving her old hat and walking 
out with a new one in the aaleswoman's absence. 

In one store I was told of a fraud manipulated by a 
saleswoman in collusion with her customers. She 
would volunteer to sell a garment at wholesale or half- 
price to a favored customer for cash, a conspiracy in 
which both parties profited at the expense of the store, 
for. of course, when it came to accounting for the gar- 
ment, it was reported mysteriously missing or stolen.

A month passed and 
the chaplain had not seen any results of the thin*ine. 
He went to the office one morning to remind the pris- 
oner-librarian of his duty. But the reminder was un- 
necessary. The first thine the chaplain saw was a 
stack of letters addressed to nearly every worth-while 
book and magazine publisher in the ccuntry. The 
letters asked for extra or sample copies of anrthing 
the recipients published, and explained the use to which 
the material would be put. 

Chaplain Reed signed the letters and, without in- 
quiring fully into Stork'’s scheme, gave him full lib- 
erty to go ahead with it. 

Not only was each letter answered with a shipment 
of just what had been requested. but letters came, too, 
stating that the publishers were glad to dispose of 
superfluous “press copies” in this manner. and that 
the Ohio Penitentiary had been added to the mailing 
list; that more books and magazines would fellow peri- 
odically. 

Today, if a prisoner wants to read fiction. he need 
only consult a list of “best sellers,” select the title 
which appeals to him. then call at the library desk 
for fit. If the book isn’t there. the librarian sends a 
request to the publisher, and in a few days the book 
is received. 

Bot mech more important with respect to the future 
welfare of the prisoners was the response to letters 
addressed to the Alexander Hamilton Institute, the 
La Salle Extension University, the International Cor- 
respondence School, the American Technical Society, 
Fun*t & Wagnalis and Henry Ford. 


The International Corresvondence School answered 
with complete sets of a dozen courses. Funk & Waez- 
nalls sent dictionaries and the other education-by- 
mail establishments supplied textbooks for many of 
their courses. 


Henry Ford sent manvais dealing with the construc-— 


tion and maintenance of Ford cars and tractors. 

Equipped with this valuable supply of literature, 
the problem of putting it to its most valuable uses pre- 
sented itself. | Chaplain Reed's assistant was ready with 
another idea and the chaplain decided to watch de- 
velopments, giving his approval or ironing out diffi- 
culties when his help was asked. 

In the school which came into being almost over- 
night. five convicts are tating correspondence 
courses in journalism and short-story writin. 
Eieht are stndying telegraphy. Nine are enrolled in 
accounting, having passed a preliminary examination 
to show their fitness. Fifty-one are studying various 
courses In electrical work. Seventeen have taken up 
subjects of carpentry and contracting. and more than 
100 the course in auto repair work. 

Another convicts are strdying modern machine 
shop practice, while 1'8 are increasing their knowledge 
in such basic things as spelling, geography, arithmetic 
and grammar. One has undertaken to fit himself 
for stock raising and dairying.

Other subjects being studied include: Traffic man- 
agement, railroad signal work, steam engineering. 
bookkeeping, modern business. yarn and textile ma- 
chinery, business administration. penmanship, biack- 
smithing, business law and veterinary eurgery. One 
prisoner has requested a radio course and it has been 
sent for by the librarian. Another aspires to the dental 
profession and until more textbooks on this subject 
come in he is studying anatomy. 

The students had to be enrolled and each was inter- 
viewed to determine a classification. Then textbooks 
had to be issued. 

These preliminaries out of the way, only a week 
elapsed before the first lesson papers were coming in. 
There had to be a teacher and a record had to be Fept 
for each man, so that the teacher might know about his 
progress in school. Also, a check was important to 
prevent neglect of studies. Certain studies are re- 
quired of the prisoners and they may not be running 
at will to the teacher with their work, so some person 
must “tour the ranges” each week and collect. the 
papers, then grade and return them. 

There are 127 prisoners in the school ta*ing courses

ILLIAM JOHN lies in bis wash-bas*et 
cradle in South Pend, Ind... and coos 
and kicks up his heels and tries to 
put his big toe in his mouth just live 
other 10-months-old babies, unmind- 
ful of the fact that he has two front 
names, but no last name. 

In one respect he differs from other babies. He has 
never been taught to say “Da-da.” If in his youthful 
impetuosity he has been impelled to confer this pa- 
ternal title on his mother’s husband, Prof. John P. 
Tiernan, instructor in law at Notre Dame University, 
he has found no encouragement. No doubt he is 
physically capable of saying “Da-da,” but the stern 
finger of the law is raised to warn him that it is a 
wise child that knows its own father and that the 
conferring of this appellation, designation, title or 
patronymic denomination upon John P. Tiernan as 
party of the second part would be wholly irrelevant, 
incompetent and immaterial and not consistent with 
the allegations as set forth in the petition. 

The warning finger of the law in this case is im- 
personated by Prof. Tiernan, whose classroom spe- 
clalty at the university is that branch of legal learn- 
ing known as Domestic Relations. ; 

It would be a great shock to the intensely legal min 
of Prof. Tiernan if this little son of his wife should sit 
right up in the wash basket and call him “Da-da.” 
Likely as not the professor would admonish William 
John: “Confine yourself to matters of which yon 
have personal knowledge,” and would then ask that 
the voluntary statement of the witness be expunged 
from the record. 

In behalf of his wife Prof. Tiernan haled into court 
the man whom she alleged to be the father of the child, 
but later he announced that he would have nothing to 
do with the prosecution of the case. At the same time 
he made it known that he and his wife would separate. 

Prof. Tiernan is not impulsive or emotional, but 
stops to reason things ovt in the light of his legal 
knowledge. When on the eighth day of last January 
his wife told him that he was not the father of William 
John, Prof. Tiernan put her through a well-ordered 
cross-examination which brought out her testimony 
that the child's father was Harry Poulin. 

On the following day Prof. Tiernan called on Poulin. 
who was too busy to see him. So Prof. Tiernan called 
again the next day. Having liad plenty of time in 
which to outline his course of action, Prof. Tiernan, 
on hf second call, kept on safe legal grounds. He 
demanded that Poulin pay all the expenses thus far 
incurred in connection with the advent and care of 
William John and that he further agree to contribute 
regularly to the child’s support. Poulin, whose mind is 
leas legal and more impulsive, ordered Tiernan out. 
Negotiations were thus delayed for a time and the 
friendly relations between e Tiernan and Poulin 
families were strained, thoug® not broken. 

Poulin is agent for a South Bend retail clothing com. 
pany and during the school season he conducts a 
branch store at Notre Dame University. The Tiernansa 
and Poulins were neighbors and close friends. Mrs. 
Tiernan spent much of her time with Mrs. Poulin, who 
is an imvalid, and the families frequently exchanged 
visita, though Prof. Tiernan, deep student of the law 
and writer of legal books had less time for social re- 
laxation than Poulin. It thus turned out that Mrs. 
Tiernan went alone on some of these neighborly visits. 

Though the families now live in different quarters 
of the city their homes were only a few doors: apart 
until a few months ago. Their social intimacy was 
such that they all called each other by their first 
names. To the Poulins Prof. Tiernan was John ana 
his wife was “Gus,” a friendly abbreviation of her 
real name, Augusta. To the Tiernané, Poulin was 
Harry and his wife was May. 

Though Prof. Tiernan and Poulin had few tastes in 
common, they were nevertheless close friends. Prof. 
Tiernan had much of the austerity of the plodding, 
hard-studying college professor. He dressed neatly, 
though rather somberty and he had little time for so- 
etal diversion. 


Poulin was of a more worldly type. As a seller of

“snappy” clothing to college students, it was part of 
his stock in trade to demonstrate the “latest styles” in 
the adornment of his own person and to mingle with 
the younger set of collegians and flappers at their 
dances and entertainments. Though both men are 
about 35 Poulin is of more youthful appearance than 
Prof. Tiernan. Both have dark hair and brown eyes. 
Mrs. Tiernan is 28, of plump, well-rounded figure. 
She has red hair, large, liquid, brown eyes and that 
peachblow complexion so often found in combination 
with red or auburn hair. The baby, William John, 
has blue eyes and light hair, as have the other Tiernan 
children, [rene,.4 years old, and Mary Virginia, 3.

in public and he always greeted me as he had done 
before, but in church on that morning in January !

tion that he saw me.” 

“It was then that you derided to ma*e the truth 
known to your husband, was it not’” said Prof. 
Tiernan. 

“It was.” replied Mrs. Tiernan 

“Had you ever told anyone else” 

“Before the baby was born I had told Mrs. Poulin. 
She wouldn't believe me and said it was all in my 
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carefully and I can truthfully say that I never con- 
templated the commission of a sin of violence in this 
case. 

“I did not proceed entirely on my own initiative in 
mapping out my course of action. I had spiritual az 
well as worldly advice and it was pointed out to me 
that the obligation of Harry Poulin to‘admit his act 
and accept its consequences was basically a mora! ob- 
ligation. I tried and others tried to make him see titat. 
When it was apparent that he was not disposed to méet 
his moral obligation the only remaining recourse was 
to the law. 

“We are Catholics and the Poulins are Catholics and 
our religion does not sanction divorce. Divorce cannot 
be thought of as a remedy in either household. The 
church would sanction nothing more than a separation. 
Even that is not a step to be taken without due 
thought. There are two daughters of our union whose 
welfare must be considered. Their fives must not be 
blasted by this unfortunate occurrence. 

“As to this boy—this child of my wife—I will re- 
sist any effort to take him from his mother. Under 
the law she is the natura! custodian. Even if the 
court should decide that Poulin is the father, I would 
resist any effort Poulin micht make to claim custody. 
I have considered the advisability of adopting the child, 
though I can see that this would bring up some fine 
legal points. Poulin might object to such an adop- 
tion, but it would seem to me that the filing of such 
an objection would involve an acknowledgment on his 
part that he was the father. 

“It has been asserted that we have attempted to 
blackmail Poulin. That is ridiculous. He has noth- 
ing. He earns 2 moderate salary. most of which is 
needed for the support of his wife and two boys. We 
did not go into this for money and would be satisfied 
with only a moderate judgment.” 

“No, it isn't money I'm after,” said Mrs. Tiernan as 
she fondled William John. “lI. want Harry Poulin to 
acknowledge that he is the father of this child. I don’t 
see how his conscience can let him sleep.” 

Except for general denials of the truth of the charges 
brought by the Tiernans, Poulin’s policy is one of si- 
lence. The readiness to discuss the amazing case in 
which he has become entangled, .sc manifest in Tiernan 
and his wife, is wholly missing with Poulin. 

Opinion in South Bend was divided from the start 
of this unique proceeding. Many persons accepted the 
view of Mrs. Poulin that the things confessed by Mrs. 
Tiernan were “all in her imagination.” Others sug- 
gested that excessive study might have subjected Prof. 
Tiernan to a severe mental! strain which would account 
for his unusual course of action, though that could 
hardiy account for Mrs. Tiernan’s confession. not only 
the one made to her husband, but those she has re- 
péatedly made to newspaper interviewers. 

“I know what they are saying abouj my mental con- 
@ition,” said Prof. Tiernan. “I understand they even 
went so far as to plan for an investigation as to my 
sanity, but they dropped that in a hurry. My mind 
is all right. My religion counsels me against violence 
and my training as student and instructor in law makes 
me believe in the law's efficacy. If the law cannot be 
depended upon to right wrongs in so far as legal re- 
dress can right them. what is to become of our social 
fabric? This child of my wife is now without a fa- 
ther. I have suggested an appeal to science to fix his 
paternity. That having failed because of Poulin’s re- 
f to submit to a blood test, the only remaining re- 

tse is to the law.” 

Tiernan’s suggestion that samples of blood from the 
baby and from Poulin be submitted to scientific in- 
spection caused widespread interest. 

“I wrote to eminent scientists and they informed 
me that the blood of a child would show a definite 
reaction to the blood of ite father and that in their 
opinion this would be a conclusive test. But Poulin 
would not submit to it.” said Tiernan. 

The employment of a blood test in cases of disputed 
paternity is a comparatively new scientific develop-

OR how many thousands of years mankind 
has been plowing the soil, even the archeol- 
ogists can only estimate. Put as soon as 
the earliest ancestors of the human race 
gave up their nomadic, hunting life for a 
more or less settledexistence, the art of 
agriculture had its first rude beginnings. 

The cultivation of food piants as a substitute for the 
toilsome and precarious gathering of such grains and 
fruits as could be found in the vicinity, necessitated 
_the planting of the seed. This meant at least a sort 
of preparation of the ground, and the plow is regarded 
as one of the earliest tools which primitive man fash- 
joned for himself. 

Whether the plow was of wood or of metal, whether 
drawn by the women of the tribe, the men, beasts of 
burden or gasoline tractors, the way it worked has 
remained much the same through the ages: a sharp 
point digs into the soil and then is dragged forward, 
breating up the dirt and turning it over in a furrow as 
it goes. 

Now comes a new type of plow which substitutes, for 
the straicht cutting movement of the old-fashioned 
plow, the rotary movement of the auger. The differ- 
ence, so the inventor says, is comparable to that of 
trying to pull a circular saw through a log by main 
strength, and letting that saw make its way through 
easily by revolving and cutting its own path. 

Within recent weeks, two of the new-style plows were 
loaded onto flat cars at the East St. Louis plant where 
they had been manufactured, and were shipped to 
Western points. One plow went to Utah, the other 
to California. They were the first which had been 
sold, aithough earlier ones were built for experimental 
and demonstration purposes. . 

Lytle S. Adams of Webster Groves is the inventor. 
He was a farmer boy whe became a dentist. practiced 
his profession for several years and then went back to 
active farming because it is the work that he likes 
best. And he believes that his spiral plow will intro- 
duce a new era of scientific crop production, bringing 
prosperity to the farmers by a better, quicker and 
cheaper method of soil preparation. Says Adams: 

“Great development has taken place in the building 
of tractors, cultivators, binders and all the machinery 
for the farm except the plow. the first and most im- 
portant of all. This essential implement still is mod- 
eled on the principle of the forked stick, the crude de- 
vice of our forefathers.” 

The development of the spiral plow had its genesis 
in the World War. and an effort which Adams made 
at that time to help the American army in France by 
inventing a machine for laying cable more efficiently 
than the work could be done with pick and shovel. 
Also, it followed a career marked by a somewhat un- 
usual combination of farming and professional work. 

Adams was born and reared on a farm adjoining 
Mount Vernon, Ky. The farm has since been subdi- 
vided into building lots, but the future inventor did 
real farm work there until he was 18 years old, when 
he came to St. Louis to complete his formal education. 
The studies he took at St. Louis University were part- 
ly those for a physician, partly those for a dentist. He 
was graduated in dentistry in 1905. 

Thereupon Adams removed to Parsons, Kan., and 
for three years practiced his profession there. His con- 
tact with farming was not severed, however, because 
he owned a 160-acre farm near Parsons, and conducted 
it through a hired man. 

Then he went to California and bought the Pauma 
Ranch, in San Diego County. This was a much larger 
venture, for the ranch contains 12,000 acres. - He re- 
sided on the California ranch for eight years, at the 
end of which time he had perfected his plans for the 
spiral plow, and then he moved back to St. Louis as 
the most advantageous point for his plant. 

“We were doing lots of ditching, on the ranch, prior 
to the war,” said Adams. “I had been studying how 
the work could be accomplished more easily, for me- 
chanical problems always have appealed to me, and 
especially problems of the farm. — 

“When this country entered the war they wouldn't 
let me in the army because I was raising wheat and 
I wanted to do something that would help the sol- 
diers. In a series of articles about the soldiers’ work 
in France I read about the miles and miles of cable 
trenches which had to be dug, and I knew just what 
hard work it was and how slowly it went forward by 
hand. 

“So then I began to design a machine which could 
take over that work—a cable layer. It was just per-

fected, and I believe world Have been a real help to 
our army. when the armist‘ce came, and then, of 
course, it was useless for military purposes. But that 
cable layer. which would have laid half a mile of 
cable an hour, was the becinning of the spiral plow.” 

The standard type of the Adams spiral plow has a 
triangular frame of channel steel, with nine vertical 
shafts projecting downwards and on the end of each 
a revolving spiral cutter of a specially hardened steel. 
These cutters, lowered by hand wheels to any desired 
depth below the surface of the ground, do the plow- 
ing as they are revolved by a powerful gasoline motor 
mounted in the center of the triangular frame. 

The frame and its load are carried by two wheels, 
and the whole machine is drawn forward by a tractor 
or it can be drawn by six horses. . 

The apex of the triangular frame points forward, 
and the nine cutting tools are so arranged along the 
two sides of the triangle that their trac’s overlap in 
the forward progress of the plow. Adjoining shafts 
and cutters rotate in opposite directions, which causes 
co-operation in removing obstacles, such as loose, un- 
derzround rocks. 

The width plowed each time by this machine 
is 11 feet. The inventor declares that the same tracter 
power under the ordinary conditions of plowing would 
be sufficient for a furrow of only 28 inches. He says 
this demonstrates that the same ratio of pulling power 
is not required since the forward rotation of the cut- 
ters themselves eliminates the “dead pull” of the 
present plow. 

Hand wheels on the three angles of the V-shaped 
plow frame permit of adjustments for from one to 16 
inches of plowing depth. The cutters have both a 
lifting action and a rotating power. Hence the effect, 
when the plow encounters loose rock, is to dislodge 
the object and then force it quickly between the cutters 
to the rear of the plow. The cutters never strike an 
obstruction solidly as other plows do, says Adams. 

Again, the V-shaped frame makes it possible to have 
the wheels always ahead of the cutting, while the back 
cutters remove all the tracks. 

The necessary “crew” consists of one man, who is 
the driver of the tractor or of the horses, as the case 
may be. In using the spiral plow, the plow motor is

Those who have taken t'me to study the past life 
and successes of Miss Harvat are not a bit surprised 
that she has been a success as Mayor of this city. Her 
life has been a series of successes. 

Being 52 years old, she has had time “to gather her 
share of experience. She was graduated from the high 
school and a businéss college in this city and started 
out with the avowed intention of becoming a ,business 
woman. Her first attempt was in an Iowa City book- 
store. After two years’ experience she was surprised 
one day when a man of known business judgment 
offered to finance her in purchasing a third interest 
in the store. 

She found that he was willing to advance the $1500 
necessary on her unindorsed note, to be repaid at her 
leisure. With such confidence displayed in an 18-year- 
old girl she could hardly fail in self-confidence; so 
she became a partner in the store. It is- known that 
she repaid the loan in less than three years and pur- 
chased a larger interest in the concern. 

A shdrt time afterwards, when an attractive profio- 
sition was presented to her from, Kirksville, Mo., she 
sold out her interests in Iowa City-and became the 
sole owner of a business in that city. She was sur- 
prised upon arriving at her new home to hear that 
five men, previous owners of that store, had gone into 
bankruptcy. But she stayed in Kirksville five years 
and made the store a real financial success. Having 
an opportunity to sell at a good profit, she closed out, 
engaged temporarily and successfully in realty business 
in Oklahoma, and then returned to Iowa City. ~- 

Fifteen years ago an exClusive woman's shop, selling 
ready-to-wear clothing, was an unknown idea in Iowa 
City. Miss Harvat, in partnership with Miss Mae 
Stach, started the first store of that kind ever seen 
there. She was in that business for 14 years, moving 
once into larger qvyarters. , 

-Business has dealt kindly with Miss Harvat during 
the last 25 years. She owns a $20,000 home on one of 
the principal streets. The hovse was built after her 
own design to meet her own tastes. She says she will

A law that nine-tenths of 
the people do not want is no law. I can see no reason 
for stopping Sunday baseball games and picture shows. 
Sunday is the only day half our people can see those 
amusements and that may be their only relaxation. I 
certainly would not lead a movement to stop them. 

“I realize,“she said, “that one will be sure to dis- 
please many people no matter what is done. I intend

that I am here, I intend to run for the office next 
spring, but that will make no change in my official 
actions.” : 

One of the first things done by the new Mayor to 
put her plans in effect was to start the enforcement of 
traffic rules. In a short time, $600 in fines had been 
garnered as a result of the campaign. Many influential 
business men, who had been excused for previous 
transgressions, found that real cash was required under 
the new administration. As a result, the new traffic 
cop and his new car nearly ran out of revenue after the 
first month.

Miss Harvat did not appoint a new Police Chief for 
more than a month. Then she disregarded precedent 
and installed a Democrat over a Republicea majority in 
the Council.

world Henry Irving was one of the most successful 
men who ever trod the stage, his finances in 1891 did 
not permit him to make the monetary settlement which 
was deemed the minimum for the would-be diplomat. 


He was drawing huge sums from the public, but spend- 
ing the greater part upon his theater (the Lyceum, in 
‘London).” 

Laurence,- who was 21, took to the stage to earn 
money for himself. His brother, H. B., followed suit 
presently. Laurence Irving appeared as Snug in “A 
Midsummer Night’s Dream,” H. B. as Lord Beaufoy in 
a play called “School.” Laurence stuck to the stage, 
but H. B. vacillated between the boards and the bar. 
Had he remained a barrister his father’s name would 
have helped him. Asan actor, it was a handicap. 
Everybody was etter father and son, to son’s dis- 
advantage. 

H. B. looked so much like his father that nobody 
could help making the comparison, and plenty of per- 
sons expected the youth to do brilliant things forth- 
with, just because he was Henry’s son and looked like 
Henry. Walter R. Linn of Philadelphia is quoted as 
defining the situation: 

“It was just lite interviewing an ancient portrait 
-of Sir Henry Irving. The resemblance between the 
great English tragedian and his son is startling. in 
voice and mannerisms, as well as in features. * * * 
Sons of great men are under a serious handicap in 
this world. When they are still in knee breeches they 
are expected to be as smart as their fathers were in 
their prime. If Ulyases S. Grant Jr. wasn’t qualified to 
thrash Lee before he quit riding velocipedes, he was a 
failure in the public’s estimation. If Robert Lincoln 
does not make all his legal briefs as thrilling as the 


Emancipation Proclamation, he is not worthy of 
Abraham.” 

The curse of heredity was conquered by H. B., after 
a struggle. He won almost immediate recognition 
as a highly talented actor on-his own account. How- 
ever, he returned to the law for a, time, after a brief 
engagement as a tragedian. Also he returned to the 
writing of his famous “Life of Lord Jeffreys.” But 
presently he was behind the footlights again, mating a 
false start for the second time. He persevered, and at 
25 was a pronounced success. He married quite hap- 
pily, Dorothed Baird, the original “Trilby,” being his 
wife. From role to role, essaying each time more 
difficult parts, he rose. His creation of Crichton in 
“The Admirable Crichton” is held to have been his 
greatest triumph. Many other triumphs followed in 
pe: years ahead, both before and after his father’s 

eath. 

In the spring of 1918 the health of H. B. began to 
decline. For five months he served in the intelli- 
gence department of the British Admiralty, drudging 
by day and playing at a theater every night. Mr.
